Plans for a franchised El Chico restaurant for 


Corsicana were announced Tuesday by James R. 
Ruth of Dallas, formerly of Corsicana. 


Ruth is president of a newly formed company, 


Corsicana Food Services, Inc., which has ob- 
tained the franchise and will construct the 
restaurant with the aid of a loan from the Small 
Business Administration at the intersection of IH 
45 and E. Hwy 31. 


Contacted at his Dallas home shortly before 


presstime today, Ruth said he had resigned 
recently as production manager for the Dallas- 
based El Chico restaurant chain to organize the 
new company and put in the new Corsicana 
eating facility as a franchised operation. He has 
been production manager for the El Chico chain 
the past four years and prior to that was 
associated with Wolf Brand Products, Co. here 
for 15 years. The family will move back to 
Corsicana when the new restaurant is ready for 
opening. 


The former Corsicana resident said the 


restaurant will be located on a site of ap- 
proximately one acre on the northwest corner of 
ffl 45 and Hwy 31 behind the Gulf Station. It will 
have approximately 4,200 square feet of space 
and likely will employ about 14 people, Ruth 
said. A contractor has not been selected so a 
starting time is uncertain at this point.

Strauss Looks 


For Party Unity 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Rob- 


ert S. Strauss, the fast-talking 
Texan who heads the Demo- 
cratic National Committee, has 
spent most of the past two 
months trying to get Democrats 
of different shades under the 
same umbrella—and talking to 
one another. 


"It doesn't do any good to get 


under the umbrella unless you 
communicate 
once 
you 
get 


there," he said in an interview 
at his Watergate 
office. 
"If 


you're going to knee and elbow 
and kick when you're under the 
umbrella, then you're better off 
not under it." 


In a recent two-day stretch, 


Strauss had dinner with Chi- 
cago Mayor Richard J. Daley, 
an early morning meeting with 
Alabama Gov. George C. Wal- 
lace, an evening meeting with 
Sen. Walter E. Mondale of Min- 
nesota plus sessions with Sen. 
Kdward M. Kennedy and Ken- 
tucky Gov. Wendell Ford. 


"That in itself," Strauss said, 


"is the story of what's happen- 
ing in the Democratic party." 


Another part of the story is 


the resistance of what Strauss 
calls 
"a 
small, 
hard-core 


group" of critics who oppose 
his chairmanship. 


Strauss said he isn't going to 


worry about them. 


His next step is to announce 


this 
week a 
party 
advisory 


council, expected to have on it 
the likes of Daley, 
Wallace, 


Mondale, Kennedy and Ford, 
plus the George 
McGoverns, 


Hubert H. Humphreys, Edmund 
S. Muskies and 
Shirley Chi- 


sholms. 


Wooing elected 
Democrats, 


many of whom felt they were 
left out of party activities in 
1972 as the youthful legions of 
Sen. George McGovern swept 
to control and, ultimately, elec- 
toral disaster, has been a ma- 
jor Strauss goal. 


Other steps the 51-year-old 


chairman has taken include: 


—An effort to improve rela- 


tions among the national com- 
mittee, Democratic governors 
and the party's leaders in Con- 
gress. He's planning to hire a 
full-time liaison man to work 
with them. 


—Signing on a national com- 


mittee staff of people from all 
wings of the 
party. Strauss 


named Mary Lou Burg, who 
supported Eugene J. McCarthy 
for president 
in 1968, as his 


deputy. He picked Bob Keefe, a 
former aide to Sen. Birch Bayh 
and a key AFI^CIO operative 
in the fight that led to Strauss' 
election as chairman, to be po- 
litical director. 


—Reorganization of fund-rais- 


ing activities with Joseph Cole, 
a Cleveland industrialist and 
presidential backer of Sen. Hu- 
bert H. Humphrey, as full-time 
national finance chairman. Pe- 
ter McColough, a Xerox Corp. 
executive who helped Strauss 
raise money for 1972 congres- 
sional candidates, 
is party 


treasurer. 


—Creation of a new, "really 


meaningful 
research 
oper- 


ation," one that would use com- 
puters to provide Democratic 
candidates with information on 
issues and the records of their 
opponents. 


—A courtship of the leaders 


of organized labor who stayed 
neutral 
or 
helped 
President 


Nixon in the 1972 campaign. A 
day after Nixon met last week 
with AFL-CIO leaders in Miami 
Beach, Strauss was there. 


Predictably, the major oppo- 


sition to Strauss, a graduate of 
the 
Lyndon B. Johnson-John 


Connally school of Texas Demo- 
cratic politics, lias come from 
the hard-core McGovern sup- 
porters, who fear Strauss will 
destroy the reforms that were 
enacted a year ago. 


"There are those who think 


that we need monitoring up 
here and 
they're 
monitoring 


us," Strauss said. 


"There are a small hard-core 


group that are never going to 
be satisfied by Bob Strauss and 
that's their business, I wouldn't 
be satisfied with them. 


"But, you know, I learned a 


long time ago that you do what 
you think is right. And you 
don't worry about people like 
that."

The City Planning and Zoning
